Of the. Clerk, Librarian, Keeper of the Repoftor^ andHoufe-keeper* 

L ^TT"^ H E perfon who (hall be chofen to any, or to all of 
thefe Offices, (hall either not be a Fellow of the 
Society ; or, if a Fellow* (hall ceafe to be (b 9 , upon his Eledioa 
to and acceptance of any or all of the faid Offices. 

II. He fhal be competently (killed in languages^ natural 
knowledge,, and able to write a fair and legible hand. 

II L The Eledibn of the Clerk by the Society,; (hall be m 
the following manner.. 

The names of the federal Candidates ihall be printed and: 
delivered to every Member y each of whom (hall take off the 
name of fuch Candidate as he means to vote for ; and (after 
having had his own name marked in a lift of the Members of 
the Society by the Secretary ? , affided by two Scrutators to be 
appointed in the fame manner as at the anniverfary Elections)* 
deliver the name of the Candidate fo taken off, and folded up^ 
into the hands of the President, who? in theprefence of the So- 
ciety, (hall put the feveral names into a veffel appropriated for 
that purpofe^ and the Candidate who (hall be found; to have 
the majority of votes, (hall be deemed duly ele&ed* 

IV. The- 
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IV. The appointment of a perfon to the other offices of Li- 
brarian, Keeper of the Repofitory, and Houfe-keeper, is to be 
by the Council ; to whom the Officer fo appointed fhall give 
fecurity, at their difcretion : he fhall rcfide in the Society's 
Houfe, and provide a Porter, who (hall be furnifhed with a 
Gown and Staff at the expence of the Society. 

V, The perfon or perfons chofen to officiate, in the faid 
refpe&ive departments fhall be paid for attendance, writing, and 
other bufinefs, according to the determinations already made 
by the Council, and as hath been the practice of late years ; 
and fhall not, befides fuch payments, receive any perquifite or 
profit whatfoever, but what is, or fhall be, exprefsly allowed 
by the Council : fuch perfon or perfons fhall be further fubjed 
to fuch Rules and Orders as fhall from time to time be given 
him or them by the Prefident and Council, befides thofe an- 
nexed to the duty of the feveral Offices; and fhall conftantly 
be in attendance, during all meetings of the Society „ Council, 
and Committee, 



Of the Duty of the Clerk. 

I» HE fhall enter all the minutes in the feveral Journal* 
books, and make an Index to every fuch book : he fhall lay 
before every Council their fair current minute-book; and before 
every Committee of papers, the Society's Journal-book, to 
fhew that the feveral entries are fairly made : and he fhall 
have the care of the writing of all fummonfes of the Society, 
Council, and Commitees. 

XX.* A lie 
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IL The Clerk under the direction of the Secretaries, fliall 
have the charge and cuftody of the Charter- book, Statute- 
book, Journal- books of the Society and Council, Regifter- 
books -and Letter-books, as alfo of all papers and writings 
belonging to the Society; all which fliall be kept in the houfe 
of the Society, that they may be in readinefs to be produced 
mt any meetings of the Society or Council, as the cafe fhall 
require, or as fliall be ordered by the Society, Council, or 
Prefident. 



III. The Clerk fhall not fuffer any perfon, not being a Fellow 
of the Society, to read any Journal-book, Record, or Writing, 
or any part thereof, belonging to the Society ; nor give any 
copy thereof, nor any way communicate any thing contained 
therein, to any fuch perfon. 

IV. Each page of copying, for which the Clerk Is to be 
paid, fhall be eftimated by the fize of the Fools-cap paper; the 
folio page containing thirty lines fairly and clofely written, 
with a margin not exceeding one fourth part of the page in 
breadth j and according to the fame rate for any larger or 
fmalier page. 

Of the Duty of the Librarian* 

h THE Librarian fliall attend the Libraries two days iti 
the week during the meetings of the Society, viz. Tuefday 
and Thurfday in the morning from eleven to two of the 
clock ; and during the receffes of the Society only one day in 
the week, namely Thurfday from eleven to two. During thefe

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times he fhall attend for the accommodation of -facta Fellows 
of the Society as fhall come to read the printed books, or 
manufcripts, and of any other perfons who fhall bring a written 
permiffion from the Prefldent or any other Member of the 
Council, or who fhall be introduced by a Fellow in Perfon. 

II. The Librarian fhall enter into the Catalogue all books 
prefented to, or bought by, the Society, immediately after their 
coming into the poffeffion of the Society, and fo place them 
as to be readily found. 

III. The Librarian fhall receive from the Printer all the 
copies of the Phikfofhkal TranfaStions i deliver out one copy to 
each Member who fhall afk, or fend for it at the Houfe 
of the Society; furnifh the Bookfellers with the copies or- 
dered to be fold ; and keep a regular account of the Tranf* 
actions fo received and delivered, 

The Duty of ihe Keeper tf ike Reptfitery* 

I. HE fhall attend the Repository two days in the week, 
during the meetings of the Society, viz. on Mondays and 
Fridays, on each day from eleven of the clock in t]he forenoon 
to two m the afternoon i for the admiffion of the Fellows of 
the Society and fuch other perfons as they fhall introduce. 

II. He fhall not, without leave of the Council, permit any 
thing to be taken out of the Repofitory : and he fhall enter 
into the Catalogue all particulars which are prefented to, or 
bought by, the Society.

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III. He (hall caufe the Animals, which from time to time 
are appropriated to the Repofitory, to be neatly fet up for pre- 
fervation, and then placed in the proper cafes; agreeable to 
the order he (hall receive from the Infpeftors of the Mufeum. 

IV. He (hall remark what is neceflary for the prefervation, 
augmentation, and arrangement, of the feveral natural and arti- 
ficial Productions ; what particulars have not yet been defcrib- 
cd, and report the fame to the Council* 



Of the Duty of the Houfe -keeper . 

I. HE (hall always be ready to receive Meffages, Parcel^ 
Letters, &c. dire£ted to the Society, Council, and Officers ; 
and to caufe all Orders, Summonfes and Letters of the Prefix 
dent, Council, and Committees to be lent, or delivered, as 
directed, in proper time. 

II. He (hall take care that the Society's Houfe, and particu- 
larly the Meeting-room, and other public apartments, are kept 
iJean; and that all conveniences, with fires and candles in the 
proper rooms, be prepared and lighted at the times neceflary ; 
and that paper, pens, and ink, are in coiiftant readinefs for ufe 
in every department : and (hall inform the Council, from time 
to tipae, of whatfoever repairs he conceives to be wanting. 

III. He 
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III. He {hall have the care of the Keys of all the Rooms, 
Clofets, Libraries, and Repositories, as well for their cleaning 
and repairing, as for fecuring their contents, as much as poffibld 
in cafe of fire, or other accident : and he (hall officiate as Mace- 
bearer, and carry about the ballofcing-box. 

IV. He {hall, as Deputy to the Treafurer, receive the pay- 
ments of the Fellows; pay fuch bills as he, is dire&ed to dif~ 
charge ; pay to the Treafurer the balance in hand whenever 
called upon ; keep a fair account of the Society's income and 
expence ; and be allowed one {hilling in the pound on the 
fums which he receives, for his affiftance to the Treafurer*
